W ASHINGTON, July 9,— <INS>— 
A United States Cham ber ot Com­ 
m ercer spokesman predicted today 
that the M arshall plan would cause 
sharp price increases w hich m ight 
lead to a decline in the American 
standard of living. 
Cham ber Research Director Em ­ 
erson P. Schm idt m ade the forecast 
before the Joint Congressional Eco­ 
nomic Com mittee which is studying 
the problem of economic stabiliza­ 
tion. 
Schm idt called 011 the govern­ 
m ent to “make clear in advance the
